PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  JA  December,  1966. 

I was  happy  to  commence  duties  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
during  the  last  quarter  of  1966. 

The  number  of  livebirths  registered  during  the  year  was  one 
hundred  and  fifty  one,  representing  a decrease  of  seven  from  the 
figure  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  eight  registered  stillbirths 
and  two  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  week  of  life  were  registered. 

One  infant  was  registered  as  having  died  after  the  end  of  the  first 
four  weeks  of  life  and  before  reaching  the  first  birthday.  No  woman 
died  as  a result  of  childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  one  hundred  and  forty  nine, 
representing  a decrease  of  twelve  from  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year.  Forty  eight  people  died  of  heart  disease^  twenty  seven  of 
'stroke*  and  twenty  six  of  cancer. 

There  were  no  unusual  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  1966. 
Three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  but  no  one  died  of  the 
disease. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
including  a section  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  will  be  found  in  the 
following  pages.

SEWERA&E 

To  date  the  following  villages  in  the  Teifiside  Rural  Pistrict 
have  been  sewered  - Llandysul,  Beulah,  Henllan,  Llechryd,  Aberporth, 
Tresaith  and  Llangranog.  The  estimated  population  now  served  by  mains 
sewerage  scheme  is  3,242,  i.e.  31/&  of  the  whole  population. 

At  Llandysul  the  sewage  treatment  wcrlcs  are  situated  in  the 
Newcastle  Emlyn  R.D.C.  and  are  maintained  by  that  authority. 


The  Beulah,  Henllan  and  Llechryd  sewage  treatment  works  are 
well  isolated  from  the  respective  villages  and  at  present  these 
are  being  maintained  by  a staff  of  two.  Allowance  was  made  in  the 
1967-68  estimates  for  one  additional  employee. 


Aberporth  and  Tresaith  have  sea  outfalls  without  any  prior 
treatment  except  for  maceration  of  the  sewage. 

The  Llangranog  scheme  also  has  a sea  outfall  but  in  this  case 
there  is  prior  treatment  by  a septic  tank.

Council  Estates  - Sewage  Disposal 

One  full  time  employee  carrier  out  regular  visits  to  the 
twenty  two  sewage  treatment  works  on  the  Council  estates.  In  addition 
regular  visits  and  sampling  of  sewage  effluents  are  now  being  made  by 
the  "South  West  V/ales  River  Authority". 

With  the  increasing  number  of  village  sewerage  schemes,  some  of 
these  small  estate  sewage  treatment  works  will  become  obsolete.  Never- 
theless, with  time,  these  existing  works  will  require  more  attention 
and  maintenance  and  I have  no  doubt  that  to  maintain  an  effluent  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  rivers  authority,  additional  labour  will  have 
to  be  employed.

All  the  septic  tanks  are  cleaned  at  intervals  and  now  that  the 
Council  has  its  own  vehicle  for  this  work,  desludging  is  carried  out 
at  regular  intervals. 


In  December  of  19&6  the  Council  accepted  delivery  of  a new  cesspool 
emptying  vehicle.  This  is  a ’’Yorkshire  Cesspool  Emptying  Apparatus"  of 
1200  gallons  capacity  and  mounted  on  a "Karrier"  chassis. 

Seventy  private  cesspools/septic  tanks  were  emptied  during  the 
year  by  hiring  a vehicle  from  the  Aberaeron  R.D.C.  and  four  by  the 
Council's  own  vehicle.  A fee  of  £5.  5s.  Od.  was  made  when  the 
Aberaeron  vehicle  was  hired  but  since  the  Council  has  operated  its 
own  vehicle  this  fee  has  been  reduced  to  £3.  3s.  Od. 

At  the  time  of  writing  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  a greater 
demand  is  now  being  made  of  this  service. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 
Slaughterhouses 

All  meat  is  imported  into  the  area,  there  being  no  private  or 
public  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  The  nearest  public  slaughter- 
houses are  situated  at  Cardigan  and  Lampeter.  There  are  only  four 
proper  meat  shops  in  the  area  although  many  general  traders  now  sell 
meat  and  poultry.  Several  meat  vans  operate  within  the  district  but 
the  majority  of  these  are  stationed  outside  the  Teiflside  district. 

Knackers  Yard 

There  is  one  knackers  yard  situated  at  Tanygroes.  Periodic 
visits  are  made  to  this  establishment.  Every  effort  is  being  made 
to  reduce  the  smell  nuisance  which  is  bound  to  be  present  by  the 
nature  of  the  processing  that  takes  place.  Animals  are  not  slaughtered 
at  the  knackers  yard  and  only  dead  bodies  areadmitted.  For  the  year 
1966  the  number  of  horse  carcasses  collected  by  the  proprietor  of  the 
knackers  yard  was  65. 


HOTELS.  CAFES  AMD  RESTAURANTS 

There  are  18  recognised  hotels  and  guest  houses  in  the  area  and 
numerous  boarding  houses.  A remarkable  feature  during  the  past  few 
years  is  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  Bed  and  Breakfast  businesses 
in  private  houses,  especially  along  the  coastal  roads.  Special  attention 
is  paid  to  all  hotel  kitchens,  cafes  and  restaurants  and  other  premises 
where  feed  is  prepared.  There  are  23  cafes  in  the  area,  some  of  which 
are  open  only  in  the  summer  season.

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CARAVAN  SITES 

The  total  number  of  Caravan  Site  Licences  issued  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960,  is  1+2  which 
together  give  accommodation  to  5&5  caravans.  Trouble  is  caused 
however  by  the  touring  caravaner  who,  disdaining  the  facilities 
provided  in  the  licensed  sites,  prefers  to  spend  a night  or  two 
alongside  the  road,  on  the  verges  or  in  lay-bys,  and  who  leaves 
evidence  of  his  passing  in  the  form  of  bottles,  tins,  paper  and 
human  excrement. 

There  are  also  dozens  of  single  caravans  sited  within  the 
curtilage  of  private  dwellings  which  claim  exemption  from  Licensing 
under  the  Act.  It  is  always  difficult  to  prove  that  these  caravans 
are,  in  reality,  let  for  profit. 


ICE-CREAM  REGULATIONS 

There  are  20  purveyors  of  ice-cream  in  the  area,  and  they 
sell  prepared  ice-cream  direct  from  refrigerators.  Ice-cream 
vans  both  from  outside  and  inside  the  district  patrol  the  area, 
especially  the  coastal  villages  in  the  summer  season. 


BAKE-HOUSES 

There  are  six  bake-houses  in  the  area,  and  they  are  inspected 
regularly.  One  informal  notice  was  served  re  sanitary  conveniences.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

An  ever  increasing  demand  is  "being  made  of  this  service.  The 
public  is  more  hygiene  conscious  and  while  in  the  past  the  occupants 
of  the  more  outlandish  dwellings  used  to  dispose  of  their  refuse  on 
their  own  land  they  now  ask  for  a regular  refuse  collection.  Even  the 
most  remote  houses  are  entitled  to  a collection  but  the  existing  staff 
and  equipment  is  now  stretched  to  its  utmost  capacity. 

Two  vehicles  are  employed  on  refuse  collection,  of  seven  and  ten 
cubic  yards  capacity  respectively,  and  each  is  manned  by  two  employees. 

A forty  hour  five  day  week  is  operated  and  as  this  service  increases, 
so  the  time  for  general  maintenance  and  cleaning  of  the  lorries  is 
decreased.  In  the  summer  months  "over-time"  is  regularly  worked  and  during 
this  period  maintenance  is  practically  non-existent. 

During  the  year  24,676  miles  were  covered  by  the  two  lorries  and 
1,533  gallons  of  auto-diesel  used.  The  following  table  shows  the 
increase  in  mileage  over  the  last  five  years.

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  These  sites  are 
located  at  Adpar,  Sarnau  and  Ffostrasol.  The  tip  at  Adpar  was  still 
in  use  at  the  end  of  1966  but  has  now  been  closed  and  the  whole  of  the 
refuse  sealed  off  with  soil.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year  100  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen. 

Three  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies  and  the  remainder  from 
the  public  supply.  Two  private  supplies  and  one  public  supply  were  un- 
satisfactory. 

The  unsatisfactory  public  supply  was  taken  from  G-lanrhyd.  The 
Cardiganshire  Water  Board  were  notified  of  the  unsatisfactory  public 
supply  and  remedial  measures  were  immediately  carried  out.

Brucella  Abortus 


Routine  sampling  of  milk  from  producer-retailers  was  commenced 
in  December  cf  1966.  These  samples  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Carmarthen  for  examination  for  the  organism  brucella 
abortus.  All  the  nineteen  samples  taken  and  subjected  to  the  brucella 
abortus  ring  test  were  found  to  be  negative.
